Apparently 
the 
threat 


(reported 
recently in this 


column) to make a court test of 
Act 9, which guarantees new 
Arkansas 
industries 
tax 


exemption during their early 
years, has ended in a com- 
promise. 


Reports from 
Little Rock, 


where the rural Pulaski County 
School District made the threat 
against Act 9 because some tax- 
exempt plants wouldn't make a 
"gift" to the district, now say 
that Mayor George Wimberly of 
Little Rock arranged a com- 
promise and the angry school 
folks called off their legal dogs. 


The crux of the matter is that 


some of the exempt industries 
arc making voluntary con- 
tributions but others refuse to do 
so. Mayor Wimberly settled 
matters by saying that all gift 
funds received from such plants 
as do pay will be turned over to 
the Pulaski county collector and 
will be distributed just as tax 
money is—with Little Rock 
waiving its share. 


A generous move—and it 


relieves communities all over 
Arkansas, which had guaranteed 
exemption to new plants only to 
have a legal doubt crop up. 
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its own choosing—dictated by the 
space problem of trying to fit 
local news, advertising, pictures, 
and 30,000 words of telegraph 
news into an average of 10 pages 
daily.

Laird called the foreign and 


jnilitary policy followed by the 
IJUon administration a "strate- 
gy of realistic deterrents "

"like a big circus ... plenty of 
MIGs for everyone," said one 
of the Vietnam war's first two 
aces today. 


"They jumped us, not the 


other way around," said Lt. 
Randy Cunningham, 30, of San 
Diego, Calif. "I heard my wing- 
man say 'break' and a MIG 
came by so close I could see 
the eyes of the pilot. There 
were MIGs all over the place, a 
shooting gallery. 


"If you were chasing one 


MIG and he got away, it wasn't 
very long before another one 
got in front of you." 


Cunningham and his radar 


operator, 
Lt. 
(j.g.) 
William 


Driscoll, 24, of Framingham, 
Mass., shot down three of the 
North Vietnamese jets Wednes- 
day, giving them a total of five 
and earning for them the first 
"ace" designation of the war. 
Flying an F4 Phantom jet, they 
got their first MIG Jan. 19 and 
their second last Monday. 


"My next ones will be tomor- 


row," said Cunningham, who 
was flown to Saigon with other 
Navy pilots from the carrier 
Constellation for a news confer- 
ence. '•' 


Wednesday 
was 
"quite 
a 


day," said Cunningham. "We 
became Red River Valley rats 
(for flying strikes over Hanoi), 
we became aces and we were 
shot down by a missile." 


He said only one of the North 


Vietnamese pilots he shot down 
ejected, and "he had a good 
chute. He didn't wave or any- 
thing when he went down, 
though." 


He 
said 
he 
counted 12 


MIG17s, two MIG19s and four 
MIG21s in the dogfight Wednes- 
day. 


"Atter my first kill, I started 


to get out of there when my ex- 
ecutive officer came by with a 
MIG on his tail", Cunningham 
reported. "He was putting BB's 
over the exec's canopy, so I got 
rid of him. Then a third one 
flashed by, and I put a missile 
up his tail. 


"In each kill, like all hills, 


there was a mistake made by 
the enemy pilot. But don't get 
me wrong. I saw mistakes 
made by F4s as well. It's just 
that the enemy pilots didn't 
capitalize on them. 


"The feeling of being an ace 


isn't as great as that after the 
first kill. It was luck, but at 
least you know you have the 
capability. If the MIGs had 
been lucky with their cannon, 
they would be the ones sitting 
in front of a conference like 
this and I'd be a POW."

today as protests against Amer-

mainly on college campuses as 
they have since beginning Mon- 
day night with President Nix- 
on's announcement of plans to 
mine North Vietnamese ports. 
More than 1,000 persons have 
been arrested so far.

University in New Jersey. Most 
of those seized were students. 


A crowd of 300 surged across 


the Cornell Univeristy campus 
at Ithaca, N.Y., early in the 
morning and smashed about 130 
windows. Police drove them 
back with tear gas after a win- 
dow was broken in a bank just 
off the campus. 


In Lawrence, Kan., a crowd 


estimated at from 500 to 1,000 
walked about 10 miles around 
the

of

campus but was turned away 
from the downtown area by po- 
lice, who arrested 27. Some 
windows were broken in the 
military sciences building.

"Anyone could have planted

"There was a tour group going 
into the building at the time, 
and anyone could have carried 
them in a suitcase." 


Frankfurt Police Chief Knut 


Mueller said he saw no reason 
to call off a demonstration to- 
day against the Vietnam war 
organized by the Communist 
party. But he said the protest- 
ers would be kept away from

installations and he had 


called in auxiliaries to help 
control them. 


The strongest of the three

Chicago conspiracy trial have 
been reversed by a federal ap- 
peals court. 


The 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 


Appeals on Thursday ordered 
the charges returned to the 
U.S. 
District Court for jury 


trial. The court cited a 1971 Su- 
preme Court decision 
which 


held that a trial judge should 
disqualify himself from con- 
tempt proceedings if the cita- 
tions are not made until the 
end of the trial. 


Judge Julius J. Hoffman sen- 


tenced Bobby G. Scale, chair- 
man of the Black Panther par- 
ty, to four years on 16 charges 
of contempt after he severed 
Scale's case and declared a 
mistrial six weeks after the 
trial began in September 1970 


Hoffman waited until Feb 14, 


1970, 
the day 
the jury ad- 


journed to consider a verdict, 
before he cited the other seven 
defendants and two lawyers for 
contempt.

First reports from Texas in- 


dicate that it is time to turn our 
attention to the potential of a 
screwworm problem. 


Eleven positive cases of 


screwworms were identified in 
southern Texas during January, 
1972. 


Producers should be on the 


lookout for any "maggots" 
feeding on fresh wounds. 


Larvae should be placed in 


alcohol and submitted 
for 


identification to the Veterinarian 
in Charge, Arkansas National 
Stockyards, Little Rock.

Pentagon spokesman Jerry 


W. Friedheim would say only 
that "several other ships" from 
the group of 25 that were head- 
ed for North Vietnam at the 
time the U.S. mines were laid 
Monday "may have diverted."

under Soviet flag. 


Friedheim also disclosed that

Enemy Tanks

SAIGON ( A P ) - North Viet- 


namese 
troops 
and 
tanks 


smashed into An Loc again to- 
day despite saturation bombing 
by 70 U.S. B52s that rained 
more than 1.700 tons of ex- 
plosives on the devastated pro- 
vincial capital 60 miles north of 
Saigon. It was the war's heavi- 
est concentration of B52s. 


The U.S. Command reported 


one American adviser killed, a 
second wounded and two small 
Air Force spotter planes shot 
down in action around An Loc 
and Chon Thanh, a district cap- 
ital 15 miles to the south. Two 
of the four crewmen aboard the 
planes were missing. 


The North Vietnamese ap- 


peared determined to turn An 
Loc into another Quang Tri, the 
northernmost provincial capital 
that fell May 1 after similar 
heavy assaults. 


An Loc, under siege since 


April 7, is 85 per cent de- 
stroyed, but its capture by the 
North Vietnamese would be an- 
other blow to prestige of the 
Saigon and President Nixon's 
Vietnamization program. 


The North Vietnamese hit An 


Loc with the heaviest artillery 
bombardment 
of 
the 
war 


Thursday, firing more than 7,- 
000 rounds and following up 
with tank and infantry attacks. 


The North Vietnamese re- 


sumed their heavy shelling and 
ground assaults from all sides 
shortly before 9 a.m. today. At 
least five tanks smashed into 
the northern end of the town, 
and enemy infantrymen fought 
their way into the western sec- 
tor. 


Government forces were re- 


ported to have retaken one 
block in the northeastern part 
of town 
Field reports indicated the 


situation was confusing, with 
the defense lines rapidly chang- 
ing.

Almost any hour-long program 
costs at least $200,000, and most 
half hour shows have budgets 
of around $100,000. 


Summer, it seems, is the 


time to recoup, or at least try 
to. 


There was a time, however, 


when competition was so fierce 
that a program or a series orig- 
inally shown on one network 
would never be seen on anoth- 
er. No more, as CBS's acquisi- 
tion of "My World and Wel- 
come to it" indicates. 


There are other evidences of 


the pinch. NBC has already 
started showing reruns of elder- 
ly "Bonanza" episodes on Tues- 
day nights under the title of 
"Ponderosa," and, at the same 
time, is showing reruns of more 
recent "Bonanza" epidoes in 
the program's familiar Sunday 
night spot.

Plants Thrive 
in Apartments

If you're a modern cliff 


dweller with an itchy green 
thumb let yourself go natu- 
ral this year. You can make 
your topside home blooming 
fun. 


Every kind of plant from 


petunias to pine trees are 
being grown successfully in 
containers. T h e y can be 
moved wherever you want 
them, indoors or out to a 
balcony or sky-high patio. 
Best of all, organic garden- 


ing principles also can be ap- 
plied to container plants any- 
where. 


Your containers should be- 


strong, able to stand contin- 
ual moisture, provided with 
adequate drainage to avoid 
soggy roots. Wooden boxes, 
barrel halves, redwood tubs. 
ceramic containers all can 
be utilized. 


Container-grown p l a n t s 


tend to dry out faster than 
those in the ground Plan to 
water more frequently. Al- 


ways place n UIVIT of peb- 
bles, broken clay pot pieces 
or gravel in tlu 
1 bottom of 


the 
planter 
to avoid wet 


roots. 


Huy or mix y o u r own 


planting material. It should 
1)0 a sandy loam, porous and 
yet moisture-retentive. Add- 
ing leaf mold from humus or 
a peat-compost mixture will 
usually provide the best con- 
dition. 


Because you will be water- 


inn more frequently, 
ferti- 


lizer in your soil mixture 
may be washed or leached 
away. Regular lop dressing

ents.

Life Insurance." And it's pub- 
Usher is the Pennsylvania In- 
surance Department. 


Interest in the guide is grow- 


ing spontaneously from ordina- 
ry consumers who for the first 
time want to see insurers rated 
on the relative price of their 
policies, with all the confusion 
wiped away. 


They learn, for example, that 


prices vary as much as 170 per 
cent. They learn that a 20-year- 
old male might pay $2.24 or 
|6.10 per thousand of straight 
life coverage, depending upon 
the company. 


"We know that as the public 


gets the facts it will shop more 
intelligently 
for 
insurance," 


says Dr. Herbert Denenberg, 
the commissioner, a 42-year-old 
former professor, a whirlwind 
who feels he has the people on 
his side and is making Ameri- 
can government work. 


Many insurers have been an- 


gered by the report, which can 
be used anywhere in the coun- 
try. 


"If the companies are pro- 


moting junk and garbage, we'll 
tell the people," 
Denenberg 


says, adding: "This will force 
the insurance companies 
to 


lower premiums and improve 
service." 


Are they promoting junk? 


"Not the whole industry, but it 
is a common technique to de- 
sign policies to fool the public," 
he replies. "The character of

Sorocon, on 
the border of Atlantida and 
Yoro counties in northern Hon- 
duras. 


Capt. Carlos 
Rene Sagas- 


tume, director of the National 
Investigation Department, said 
the parachute itself was prob- 
ably carried off by poor farm- 
ers in the area and that he 
doubted the hijacker had left 
the country. 


Residents told Sagastume's 


men they had seen a man with 
a back pack and small suitcase 
sitting on the ground counting 
money and using tissues to 
wipe sweat from his face and 
that he had disappeared Into 
the jungle. Agents said they 
found used tissues in the area. 


The residents also said the 


man's shoulder and hands were 
Injured, but a search of hospi- 
tals and clinics in the area pro- 
duced no information on him. 


The hijacker, described by 


the Eastern crew as a Vietnam 
war veteran about 45 years old, 
hijacked the plane shortly after 
it took off from Allentown, Pa., 
last Friday morning on a flight 
to Miami. He collected the ran- 
som from the airline in Wash- 
ington, D.C., where he allowed 
the 48 passengers to get off. 
Then the pilot flew to New Or- 
leans, but a mechanical failure

Charred 
Bodies 
Found

Three charred bodies 
were 


found early today aboard a 
British refrigerator ship that 
collided with an oil tanker in 
the Plate River estuary, and 
little or no hope was held for 80 
missing persons. 


It was feared that all 63 


crewmen, 10 passengers and a 
pilot aboard the refrigerator 
ship Royston Grange had been 
trapped by the fire that broke 
out after the ship and the Lib- 
erian registered tanker Tienchee 
collided Thursday. 


Nine of the tanker's 41 Chi- 


nese crewmen also were miss- 
ing and presumed dead. The 32 
others and the ship's Argentine 
pilot were rescued. 


At first it was hoped that 


some of the crew and passen- 
gers had fled to the deep steel 
tunnel housing the propeller 
shaft, but rescue teams said 
they did not hear or see any- 
thing indicating survivors. 


It was feared the victims ei- 


ther were asleep or fled into

when

daring pilot who once ate a 
peanut butter sandwich while 
making a parachute jump of 
102,800 feet is missing after 
being shot down by enemy air- 
craft over North Vietnam. 


Lt. Col. Joseph W. Kittinger 


Jr., went to Vietnam on his 
third tour of duty in May last 
year to "get a MIG," according 
to his mother, Mrs. Joseph W. 
Kittinger ST., of Orlando. 


Kittinger, 44, realized 
his 


goal March 2 when he shot 
down the 114th Russian-built 
MIG fighter plane destroyed by 
American pilots in Southeast 
Asia. 


But on Thursday Kittinger's 


Phantom jet was shot down fol- 
lowing an aerial duel only 17 
days before he was to return to 
the United States for reas- 
signment. 


In the 1950s he was lauded in 


newspaper headlines as "the 
first man in space" when he 
rode a small gondola under a 
huge balloon to 96,000 feet on 
June 2, 1957. 


The balloon was not designed 


to return the rider to earth, so 
Kittinger came back by para- 
chute.

pedia's list of balloon altitude 
records credits Kittinger with 
making a record 
102,800-foot 


jump on Aug. 16, 1960. 


During the 4%-minute, 16- 


mile free fall before his para- 
chute opened, Kittinger calmly 
munched on a peanut butter 
sandwich while watching the 
earth rush up at him at 614 
miles per hour. 


His balloon record was later 


superseded.
